THE CRICKET SEASON OF 1863. 
(Written Express_y FOR THE “ILLUSTRATED SporTING NEws.") 
In one of my articles last winter I observed that perhaps there was no 
county in England in which the game of Cricket had made such rapid strides 
of late years as Yorkshire, and there can be no doubt of the fact that this re- 


mark is even more applicable to the past season than to any other previous 
one. Truly may it be said that Cricket is monopolising all attention from the 


OI ou 


Yorkshiremen, who, always proud and demonstrative at even the slightest 
modicum of success, are particularly exuberant with delight at the achieve- 
ments of their county “team” during last summer. And, considering the 
elevens against whom they have had to contend—the very best in England— 
their delight is only natural, because, I think, #Gone will dispute the fact that 
it any one county holds the pre-eminent position in Cricket for the season of 
1863, that county is undoubtedly Yorkshire. True, they have only played 
four county matches, and, consequently, considering the great uncertainties 
of the noble game, this may not be considered a fair criterion of their quality ; 
but, then, the comparative results of these matches must be looked at, and it 
will then be seen that the Yorkshire county * team” deserve all possible praise 
for the unexampled (except in the case of Nottingham in 1862) success which 
has attended them throughout the summer, for their first match with Surrey, 
which unfortunately ended in a draw, there could be no doubt, I think, that 
had the game been brought to a legitimate termination, they would have come 
off victorious, as they had only 109 runs to rub off and the whole of one 
innings todo itin, Then their match with the county of Nottingham at Brad- 
ford. Whata ‘licking’ that was! Why, the Nottingham men were beaten 
into fita, and Nottingham cricketers, under any circumstances, are not the 
easiéstin the world to‘ wollop.” Thejreturn match, too, with Nottingham, at 
the Trent Bridge Ground was as near won as possible ; and I can only consider 
it as owing to the uncertainties to which Cricket is at all times somuch liable 
that they aso! did not win it. As it was, however, they only lost by about 
five runs, and then not until] a most severo fight had been made of it. 
The last match of the Yorkshire season at Sheffield, with Surrey, was 
another “ win" for them, as they gave their opponents a very clever licking, 
which, I hope, will take some of the * bounce" out of them for the future. It 
will thus be seen that the Yorkshiremen won two matches out of the four, one 
they lost by the merest chance, and the other was drawn when the game was 
very considerably in their favour, so that any praise which may be given them 
for the success of their achievements is by no means undeserved. George 
Anderson (genial George) stands at the head of the averages for the season, 
followed by ‘bold Roger,” * Ted” Stevenson, Rowbotham, Mr. Wand, &e,, in 
the order named. I shall give the full averages of the Yorkshire “team” next 
week, with some further particulars with respect “to them and theirs," which 
cannot fail to interest my readers. In the meantime, however, | may observe 
that the bowling and flelding of the Yorkshire Eleven throughont the season 


Hodgson, and I may add George Atkinson (about whom more anon), and Iddi- 
son, with his “ peculiars," have been very successful. Perhaps there are no 
three bowlers in England who are so invariably on the spot gs those named. 
I have seen good hard-hitting batters in for three-quarters of an hour ata time 
against them for about a dozen runs. Scarcely a ballin every over but was 
right at the middle stump and impossible to get away. Iddison, too, has 
bowled very splendidly through the season, his slows having made sad havoc 
among his opponents, the Nottingham men especially. If I remember rightly, 
Richard Daft, out of four innings, has been bowled twice or thrice by him, and 
this feat is, without doubt, one which may be boasted of in the highest terms. 
Then, Roger has done some of the smartest things in the fleld—principally at 
point—-I have seen. He has a wonderfully sharp eye, and is as nimble on his 
pins as a young antelope, and his return to the wicket is as marvellously quick 
as itis unerringly true. Very truly may the Yorkshiremen be proud of “our 
Roger.” George Anderson, E. Stephenson, Rowbotham, Slinn, Thewlis, and 
Mr. Wand have also flelded in first-rate form, and it is to this that their suc- 
cess May, in a great measure, be accounted. 

Next week I shall resume my observations about Yorkshire, and shall have 
something to say respecting the dispute between the Yorkshire County Olab 
and George Atkinson.

Serzcre or Unciean Satmon.—A question of some importance is about to be 
brought before a Radnorshire bench of magistrates, as to the right of conser- 
vators to seize unclean salmon taken by anglers at a time when angling for 
salmon is lawful.

TURE MATTERS In GBWERAL. 


ly we were to be solely guided by the recont rotarns of the Aaty paid on race- 
horses’ during the twelvemonths ending the’SIst of last rch, we should at 
ounce infer that the Turf was on the decline, for, by the “8 ecjal: document " 
at prepared, it appéars that the sum of £6,422 was id as duty for that 
‘war, Tn the preceding season £6,957 was paid, so that theré is now # deficit of 
£595, The diminutidn in the number of horses ia not easily accounted for, Wo 
know not-whether disease, lameness, worthlessnesg, or death haa worked ithe 
cause } bat so it is; the Government statistics intimate that in the Idst March 
twelvemouths we had but 1,807 horaes running on the Turf, Our candid im- 
pression is that the root: of the deficiency is in the breeding of the raceliorse, 
he syatem is carried on too recklessly, and more than one- al! of the produce 
of the thorough blood stock is valneless, The Jockey Onb, too, encourage a 
very great bane—two-year-old racing ; so that what between indiscriminate 
breeding, and the premature forcing of young horses, thero may well be 
® falling off in the duty paid on racing stock, If greater attention was 
directed to the crossing of our thorough-breds, disease and worthlessness 
would soon considerably abate, and the present dearth of good stallions be done 
away with also. And if, as Professor Gamgee has said, two-year-old engage- 
ments were carried over to the third year, and the more real testa of power 
and lasting qualities left to be decided at four, the character of the blood- 
horse would at once greatly improve, and more would be available for stallions 
without necessarily more being bred. By such reform the forcing of colts 
would be checked; indeed, it would he incompatible with success, since pro- 
tracted accumulation of weight would prove an incumbrance. Under o less 
hurried management young stock would acquire as much good form as under 
the present system before being disposed of; besides, the larger propor- 
tlon of them would be developed into useful horses, of which many are 
now destroyed before they have had «® chance of showing what 
is in them. Wish the constantly increasing number of. brood 
mares, no wonder that the entries for the great races year by 
year, arc immense. There is no diminution in the entries; and the decrease 
of duty, therefore, must be attributable to the large number of horses bred, 
that are considered unfit to be trained for the Turf. Our Queen's Plate races 
exemplify. in the strongest manner, the limited quantity of good horses we 
hive in work. Just fancy, that twenty-three out of fifty Royal gifts, during 
the past season, were won by two horses—eight in Iretand by the moderate 
Tourist, and. fifteen in Great Britain by Caller Ou! Why is sucha monopoly 
allowed to exist? Look at the number of plates Fisherman won; bat what 
good has he ever ‘one to this country, or at the Antipodes, since he was put 
to the sind, We fancy that Government would act very wisely in doing away 
with these Royal plates entirely, and endeavour to encourage the breeding of 
proper horses, for the road and the fleld, wy establishing a stud-house in ever 
couuty, and placing a suitable thorough-bred stallion at the disposal of farmers 
and others who think proper to keep brood mares, either for home or market 
purposes, Something of the kind must be done, for there is no question that 
there isa great scarcity of good hlood-horses, owlhg to the vast extent of expor- 
tution which has been going on for the yen two or three years, The Royal 
Agricultural Society of England, too, would do weil to follow the example of 
ita sister institution in Ireland, to issue & few queries anent the breeding 
of horses, and get them properly distributed among intelligent farmers in 
each county:—I. Are there many horses bred in your locality of that clasa 
edspted for cavalry remounts or chargers, weight-carrying hunters, and 
road purposer? 2 Hag the breeding of sivh horses increased or decreased 
of lats years? 3, What thorough-bred gires exist in your district, and what is 
your opinion as to their sonudness and murlt, as also the auaitty of the ptock 
produced hy them? 4 Would the sarvicas of a first-class, thorough-bred 
silion be appreciated, and what is the maximum price which your stock 
breedera would be disposed to pay for anth service ?

of science and stamina. Both are very well-proportioned lads, and there tw

The Bulletin de la Societe @’A celimitation containg a paper on this subject by 
M. Vauchelet, from which we borrow the following ‘urious particulars regard. 
ing the pisquet, or titiri, a small fish scarcely thicker than # large bodkin, and 
cheguered all ovey with black and grey spots; they have q dorsal, an anal, and 
two small Jateral fins, which, together with the tail, are brilliant! striped red, 
blue, and green. Several times in the course of the yeur they enter t @ river from 
the sea in vastshoals, so dense that the water looks quite black, Now, as the 
rivers of the island are all impetuous torrents raaling.Apin from the mountains 
overrocky beds, these little flah swim as close a8 possl © to the banks, where the 
current is not so strong ; and whenthey happen to encounter some powerful 
wave, they dart out of the water and cling to the rock by some means; then, 
by wriggling, they glide along the surface till they get = the pia aide of the 
obstacle, They may be seen effecting this manawuyre in shoa § two feet in 
breadth, and two or three inches thick, they being closely packed upon each 
other's backs, each atriving to get along as fast as it can; it is mien they are 
easily taken, for they need only be swept with the hand into a Sys n. It ig 
thus that the inhabitants often make a hearty meal out of Severn! thousands 
of these little creatures, which are not more than five millimetres, oF a att 
ofan inch in length, and two millimetres in diameter. Some cn elas sta 
consider them to be a pecaliar species which Jeaves the sea at certa oo aes 
in order to return to it later; others believe them to have been se ms chaie 
.he sea by the torrents, after which they return of their own acco 
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native element, |fresh water. But M. Vauchelet, having watched them care- 
fully in an SGeatian: has ascertained that they are only the fry of some tee the 
river fish peculiar to the island, which lay their eggs in the bed of the Att 
The torrent carries these eggs into the sea, which, being warmer than ie 
water, favours their development. The eggs being hatched, the small fry 
works its way to the river as above described. The species they belong to ras
